“The Americans will not agree 
to the Japanese method of deter­ 
mining existing naval strength,” the 
naval authority said.

MICKIE SAYS 


Food Remittances, Instituted by Hoover, 
Save Many Russian Families from Death 


The package shown at the right means 
life to 800 Russian families like this 
one, consisting of father, mother and 
eight children, which the photographer 
snapped as they wore in dight from 
their home in the heart of the famine 
zdnc. 
The smiles on the faces of the 
youngsters arc due to the fact that the 
cameraman found some white rolls in 
his gripsack anil passed them out be­ 
fore he posed the refugees alongside 
the road. 
Tens of thousands of the inhabitants 
of the vast territory swept by drought 
are fleeing, they know not where, in 
Starch of something to cat. The total 
population of the famine area is alnnit 
15.OOO,Ut K\ according to Colonel \\ illiam 
N. Haskell, director of the American 
Relief Administration’s Mission to Rus­ 
sia. while as many more inhabit the food 
shortage belt and are rapidly nearing a 
state of starvation. 
That's where the package in the pic­ 
ture comes in. When the American Re- 
1i;f Administration discovered that its 
free ma^s feeding of 1,200,000 Russian 
children this winter would not even take 
care of half of the little sufferer*, not 
taking the grown-ups into consideration 
at all. Herbert Hoover, chairman of the 
organization, broached to the Soviet 
authorities the feasibility of instituting 
a Food Remittance system whereby 
friends and r> lath es residing in Amer­ 
ica could purchase or adult famine vic­ 
tims at an expenditure of from $10 to 
$5 I. a maximum uuantity of the most 
highly nutritional fond and receive as­

The Soviet authorities gave 
their approval and for several weeks 
remittances liavc been going forward. 
The package pictured above comprised 
the first eight hundred $10 remittances 
forwarded from New York on the 
Adriatic. 
They were cli patched from 
the A. R. A. offices iii London by courier 
to Moscow and from there distributed 
among the warehouses, all stocked with 
foodstuffs, near the hornet of the re­ 
cipients. 
The warehouse notifies the 
adult in whose favor the remittance is 
drawn to come and get the food. 
He 
receives flour, condensed milk, beans. 
rice, hominy cooking tats. sugar, tea 
or t\>coa. and soap. 
No one could pes­ 
kily purchase in the United States at 


the quantity of food that is delivered by 
the Food Remittance plan. Besides that, 
the American Relief Administration as­ 
sumes all the risk from the time the 
Food Remittance is purchased in Amer­ 
ica until the food is delivered to the 
adult recipient at a warehouse in Russia. 
Applications to purchase Food Remit­ 
tances may be made iii person or by mail 
to the Russian Department. American 
Relief Administration, Ai Broadway, 
New York City. The applicant receives 
a blank which he must fill out according 
to instructions and return to the A. R. 
A. with a money order. 
Remittances 
may be pur im cd in units of $10 up to 
$50 for dt livery to individuals, and un 
to $5( > f r delivery to recognized

"I am supposed to get a pound of 
bread a da>, also free car rides be­ 
tween eight and ten in the morning 
and four and seven in the after­ 
noon. 
I ani also supposed to get 
a clothing and shot* allowance, but 
I get the orders for these things 
and ti ad that the supply is exhaus­ 
ted, 
one workman who is employed 
with the American Relief Adminis­ 
tration explained to the Associated 
Press col respondent. 
"Oh, yes, I get some free theater 
ana concerts tickets, too,** he added. 
\l hen pressed to tell whether that 
■ was tile entire amount of his in 
1 come, the man admitted 
that he 
held two jobs under the government 
and sometimes got bread at 
two 
places. He knew of men who held 
three jobs and managed 
to k< ep 
themselves on three government pay­ 
rolls. That was the only way it was 
posible to get enough to live on. 
It is apparently very easy to hold 
a government position without giv­ 
ing many hours to the service, and 
! consequently the positions are held 
I to a considerable 
extent 
for 
tnt 
purpose of getting rations. Govern­ 
ment employes engage In all other 
sorts of work. They run shops, sell 
their 
belongings 
in 
the 
markets, 
deal in wood, drive cabs and take 
real 
estate commissions. 
Russians of high and low degree

Bolshevist regime and the avidity 
with which they are taking to trade 
indicates that they will

ing out punishment to those citi­ 
zens found guilty of violating clear­ 
ly defined statutes, and 
for

fu rth er purpose of ascertaining jus­ 
tice in disputes arising between cit­ 
izens, said findings to be in accord 
with clearly defined laws or undis­ 
puted rules of equity. 
But the occasional act of some j 
judge seems to render such defini-j 
tion obsolete. There is the case of 
the Denver judge. Some authority, 
organization or neighborhood busy­ 
body, haled 
an Italian woman of 
Denver bef re the court for the pur­ 
pose of showing cause why her chil­ 
dren should not be taken from her, 
the complaint 
specifying 
that 
the 
children were “ filthy and neglect­ 
ed.** 
The physician of the “ authority 
or society or organization” testified 
that in his ju d g m en t the neglect was 
due to the m other bearing children 
too frequently. Then the folowiug 
dialogue and judgm ent followed: 
“ W hat would you suggest as a 
rem edy?” asked Jud g e Graham. 
“ That Mrs. Cassidente submit to 
a s ty liz in g operation,” replied Dr. 
Sunderland. 
“ I 
will continue the case until 
J a n u a ry IO,” the judge announced, 


I “ and in the m eantim e I want the 
doctor’s suggestion carried out.” 
We should very much like to see 
1 the law on which that judgm ent was 
’ based. And if there is no such law 
I — which of course there fsn’t — we 
would 
like 
to

where the 
learned judge acquired his a u th o r­ 
ity for a judgm ent that in itself is 
violative not only of the laws of 
m an, but likewise the laws of Clod. 
The court had precisely as much 
right to impose such a judgm ent,

slightest right. W hat is “ neglect and 
filth” in legal procedure? Let the 
learned judge and petty-fogging doc­ 
tor supply the answer to th at ques­ 
tion.

But 
it was a home which gave the world 
a genius.

midable statute has been violated. 
But in the case of a helpless, ig­ 
norant foreigner, bot ii doctor and 
judge conspire to violate precisely 
the same law. No governm ent on 
earth will long endure when such 
things are tolerated in the nam e of 
justice. 
The Denver incident 
is another 
incident in a long chain of even tv 
which shows th e dangerous 
tend­ 
encies of government. The question 
is, when will the constant aggres­ 
sions of government on the libert­ 
ies of the individual and its con­ 
stant invasion of natural laws put 
it across the line where it will be 
more hated than revered? 
Fix that 
time and 
we will tell 
vou to a nicety when the republic 
will fall.

A “TEMPORARY MAKESHIFT.” 
This is the characterization of the tax bill which has now j 
become a law, made by the Chairman of the b inance ( om- 
mittee. Senator Penrose. It is such an extremely taint form 
of praise as to amount to severe condemnation. I he truth is 
that no tax bill ever went to enactment amid such a general 
chorus of anathemas. Its reputed authors are abviously asham­ 
ed of it. Senator Smoot, who is probably the best financial 
authority in the senate, was so disgusted with the bill that j 
he at first refused to sign the Republican majority report in 
its favor. Afterward, he announced that he would neverthe­ 
less vote for the bill merely as a choice among evils. It will 
go upon the statute book disliked and denounced. 
No taxes are popular, and the mere fact that the tax bill 
has aroused violent opposition would not of itself be sutfi- j 
dent to discredit it. But the special reasons for the country s 
disappointment make the case exceptional. It is confessed that 
the bill, as passed, signally fails to carry out the pledges made 
by the party in power. This was explicitly stated by the presi­ 
dent in his letter to Mr. Fordnev. It is acknowledged by those 
in charge of the bill. They admit that their original plans 
to impose taxes in accordance with the promises of the re­ 
publican platform were frustrated by a republican revolt in 
Congress. This is simply another way of saying that the re­ 
publican leaders had not the courage or strength to lead 
They surrendered to a small but menacing minority. It was an 
alarming confession of party demoralization and impotence. 
Senator Penrose now asks the country to believe that in 
the next session of Congress the vices of the tax bill will be 
removed. But what reason has any one to trust this new prom­ 
ise coming on top of the broken promises of last y ea r? If 
efforts are made in 1922 or 1923 to “place the tax system on 
a stable and scientific basis," as Senator Penrose predicts, it 
is certain that there will also be endeavors to make the sys­ 
tem still more haphazard and unjust. And if we may judge by 
the precedent in this Congress, it is the latter attempt which 
will have the best prospect of success. Whatever hope of relief 
business men may cherish must be in the actual demonstration 
by experience that the new tax bill is disappointing in the re­ 
turns which it brings to the treasury and in its harmful effect 
upon our national industry struggling to recover. Only by some 
such rude blow of hard facts upon the heads of Congressmen 
can they be expected to be stirred to the need of sound 
method and fairness in 
the 
levying 
of taxes.— New York 
Times.

Congressman Carl Hayden, of Arizona, one of the ablest 
men from the West in the House of Representatives, has in­ 
troduced in Congress a bill providing for the appropriation 
of $5,500,000.00 to be available over a period.of time ending 
on June 30, 1927, to enable the Secretary of The Inferior to 
co-cperate with the Secretary of Agriculture and State High­ 
way departments of several states in the construction and 
maintenance of highways adjacent to non-taxable Indian 
lands This is in line with an amendment offered by Congress­ 
man McKeown to the $100,000,000,000.00 rojid appropria­ 
tion bill in the 66th Congress, which passed the House unani­ 
mously but was defeated in the Senate. At that time is was 
estimated that there were approximately ten million acres of 
non-taxable lands in Oklahoma. 
Under the Hayden Bill 
nearly all the western states would be benefitted and receive 
the just and fair treatment at the hands of Congress which 
they merit.

REMOVE WARTS FROM CALVES 


Small Tum or.Llke Growths on Various 
Parts of Body Are Not Difficult 
to Destroy. 


Calves are frequently troubled with 
small tuinor-like growths on the Ups, 
around the eyes, on the ears, and at 
the tail head. Occasionally other parts 
of the body nre affected 
as 
well. 
Warts may best he removed by snip­ 
ping them off with sharp scissors. 
A 
strong thread or a horse hair may be 
used In their removal by looping 
it 
over them and then by the application 
of force slowly sex’ering them at their 
base. 
After they have been removed 
the roots should be cauterized with 
tincture of iron, glacial acetic acid, or 
lunar caustic.
